Letter from Sergeant Russel Newman 


Describing the Capture of Isabel. 
The following letter home from 


Sergeant Russell Newman will be of 
interest: 


On Board St. Paul, Aug. 3, '08.— 


We are lying about two miles from 
Isabel, where wo are going to land. 
The 3rd battalion has already landed. 
1st battalion is just leaving the boat. 
2nd battalion is detailed to unload 
ship baggage. The soldiers are taken 
off on lighters. I wrote a letter day 
before yesterday when we were off 
western coost of Porto Rico. 
Stamp 


did not stick well and as you might 
not get it, will write this. Monday, 
Aug. 1, we passed between the west- 
ern coast of Porto Rico and two 
Islands, Monica and Mona, both in 
sight. Monday afternoon we arrived 
at Port Guanica and got orders from 
the Massachusets, a first class battle- 
ship, nothing but guns, to go to 
Ponce where the St. Louis, with the 
3rd Illinois, was lying in the harbor. 
Gen. Miles was there and gave orders 
for t,he 3rd Illinois and 4th Ohio to 
go to Isabel and take it, St. Louis 
leaving Monday night and we Tues- 
day morning, arriving at 10:30. 
No 


Spanish troops in sight, but the Cin- 
cinnati, which came from Ponce with 
us, fired a couple of shells over the 
town and they raised the white Hag, 
and the town now belongs to U. S. 
Coit, with the colors, was the first to 
land from the Fourth, Barry and 
Frank with the colors. Take a large 
map of Porto Rico and you can follow 
us. I think the plan of the campaign 
is this: We march from Isabel 
to 


Guayama and take rail to San Juan.

There are 
foundries, machine shops, 
bicycle 


factories and almost the same as we 
have in the United States. In the 
country the soil is tilled and there 
is't much soil not cultivated.
